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From the Editor's Desk .. . . 


I’m sure that the gentleman on the cover does not real- 
ize that he is the envy of every book order librarian the 
world over. Imagine actually being able to handle the 
books you contemplate buying! Few librarians enjoy that 
luxury today. This cigarette smoking Parisian can hardly 
understand how fortunate he is. 

But the next most satisfying thing for the librarian 
charged with buying books is to have a handy file of the 
best sources for the various types of material. Most of 
us learn of publishers, jobbers, agents, second-hand dealers, 
and the like through experience, but a few words from an 
expert in the field can often save us months of hapless hunt- 
ing. Most of us, then, will be interested in the articles 
in this issue by Miss Alice Rea and Sister M. Winifred. 
Miss Rea’s suggestions will be a boon to librarians who 
buy a lot of foreign books. Sister drops a few hints on 
good sources of Catholic books as an introduction to a 
from-time-to-time series of columns on publishers, agents, 
and suppliers of particular help to Catholic librarians. 

Experienced librarians of large seminary libraries 
might check through Fr. Meyers excellent bibliography 
just to see if their confrere missed anything important. 
But we suspect that there are many who will gratefully 
welcome it. There is another bibliography now in the 
works on philosophy by Father Joseph Ryan, S.J. Miss 
Rea’s article ought to assist readers of both bibliographies 
to locate the titles they need. 

How many times have you whispered a silent ejacula- 
tion when LC returned your yellow card order slip marked 
“np?” Fides in Montreal has come to your rescue, to some 
extent at least, with an imposing list of printed catalogue 
cards for over 1700 French titles, including Maritain, Roy 
and Simon. Five hundred more titles will be added this 
year. 

Last month’s new format was so well received that we 
cannot in conscience take the credit. Everything from 
cover design to type face was selected by Rev. Albert J. 
Nevins, M.M. 

The School of Librarianship of the University of Cali- 
fornia at Berkeley will offer doctorates in library science.

THe Purcuase Or Books published abroad is 
often accompanied by headaches made up of a 
number of things. from difference in language 
and the laissez faire attitude of cultures differing 
from our own, to the attitude of our fellow staff 
members bent on serving the public. Usually 
their annoyance mounts as they find it increas- 
ingly difficult to allay the fears of a client con- 
stantly demanding a title he recommended last 
attention to detail however, can 
diminish of the difficulties 
seem attached to the work.

Tue Lirr_te Boy who prayed, “O God, make 
all bad men good and make all good men nice,” 
expressed a fundamental concept of personnel 
relationships applicable to librarians. Few as- 
pects of the profession stand out in sharper re- 
lief in the total picture of service than that of 
cordial, yet business-like, relations between the 
library user and the librarian. Patrons of all 
ages must be served with courtesy and efliciency. 
The little child beginning his explorations in the 
world of books and the skilled research expert 
seeking the answer to baffling and complex prob- 
lems must be met on the common ground of 
politeness, and each should receive the same 
courtesy and consideration, as he or she goes 
about using the library resources under the 
leadership of the librarian. 

The librarian serving in a Catholic institution 
has a special obligation to excel in human re- 
lationships. While it is true that such a librarian 
(especially if he or she be a religious) has the 
feeling of security and of job-assurance not en- 
joyed by public servants, it is likewise true, that 
in a special way the librarian in a Catholic in- 
stitution must face realistically the fact, that 
the Catholic Church in every sense of the term 
is an institution marked by culture and refine- 
ment. Also, the librarian in such an institution 
(whether he is a religious or a lay person) be- 
comes a representative to some degree of the 
Catholic Church itself. What such a librarian 
is, or how such a person acts is so much more 
important than the work he or she does, or the 
quantity and quality of the books housed in the 
library. 

WITH PEOPLE 


LIBRARIANS DEAL 


Ability to get along well with people is one 
of the most desirable attributes of every human 
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being. This is a necessity especially for pro- 
fessional people, if they are to enjoy peace of 
mind. Life cannot be lived in an impersonal 


In and out of our school, college, hospital,

women: men and women who. like ourselves. 


are filled with feelings of self-respect, the ambi- 

tion to do good, and the desire for esteem. 
To understand people demands first of all 

that we admit two truths. The first is that we

To deal with library patrons requires the com 
munication of ideas.

One of the oldest and largest private universi- 
ties in the State of Wisconsin is Marquette Uni- 
versity whose cornerstone was laid in 1880. Its 


buildings are scattered from North llth and 
West Wisconsin Avenue west to North 16th 
Street. It has the most modern and artistic li- 


brary in the state. The Marquette Memorial 
Library was completed in 1953 at the cost of

the three floors and room for storage and ex- 
pansion in the basement. Its shelves can ac- 
commodate 500,000 volumes. The reading room 
can seat 1,080 persons. The library has 32 fac- 


ultv carrells and 77 for the students. 


Accommodations on the ground floor include 
a reserve reading room and two glass enclosed 
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discussion-study rooms, seminar and audio-visual 
rooms, a student lounge and staff facilities. 

The first floor of the library contains two large 
reference and periodical reading rooms, the gen- 
eral catalogue room, the librarians’ offices, and 
the ordering and processing rooms. Bound vol- 
umes of periodicals are in stacks on the balcony 
and adjacent to the stack level. The second 
floor contains the library’s general collection. 
The faculty carrells are located on the balcony 
while those of the students are in several stack 
areas. 

The library furniture of laminated plastic ma- 
terial and grey birch was designed especially 
for Marquette to harmonize with the interior 
structure of the building. A lounge area of 
upholstered davenports breaks the monotony of 
rows of reading tables. 

It is interesting to note the library's flexibility.

One Or Tue Most important resources of a 
medical or nursing library is the periodical col- 
lection, because so much of the reference work 
in this type of library is in current magazines.

One can send to the publisher and ask to have

This should prove 
very helpful. Not only does it advocate exchang- 
ing periodicals, but also offers a special service 
to librarians, authors. researchers. etc. who are 
searching for hard to find books, pamphlets, pe- 
riodicals and original manuscripts, correspond- 
ence and photographs pertaining to nursing. 
These items will be located through this depart- 
ment, which appeared first in the November 1954 
issue, p. 605.

Originally planned as an appendix for the two vol 
umes of the authors’ Essentials of European Literature, 
this work took on such proportions that it seemed wiser 
to issue it as a separate publication. The bibliography 
is limited to books in English on the “leading writers 
and their works, the crucial periods of literary produc- 
tion, the minor writers of such periods, and the national 
literatures generally.” 

Although the volume includes no annotations, it will 
be a helpful reference because of the lack of bibli 
ographical materials for the study of European litera 
ture in English. It will be useful also in pointing 
up the amazing gaps in translations and biographies in 
this field.

rhis second supplement to Books for Catholic Colleges 
includes titles published in the years 1950, 1951, and 
1952 as well as a few titles that were overlooked in the 
preparation of the basic list and its first supplement. 
in this three-year compilation a more rigid selectivity 
has reduced the number of titles to 582 as compared 
with the 608 included in the two-year supplement issued 
in 1950. 

In compiling the work, preliminary listings were sent 
to subject specialists for criticism. The lists were re- 
vised according to suggestions received, and then sent 
to twenty-three cooperating institutions for voting. All 
titles, with one exception, were in print at the time 
of the completion of the list (March, 1954). 

It is unfortunate that publication of the list was de 
layed. This undoubtdely accounts for the inclusion of 
several entries which have in the meantime been re- 
placed by newer titles or revisions of older ones, as for 
example, Halecki’s Eugenio Pacelli which has been re 
vised and considerably enlarged. Several sets have been 
completed, e.g.. the Enciclopedia Cattolica (11lv.) and 
the translation of Pastor's History of the Popes (40v), 
but these later volumes have appeared after the closing 
date of the list. 

This Supplement should prove extremely useful for 
college and university librarians looking for guidance 
in acquiring the best books in specific fields and should 
also serve as a check list for titles that may have been 
overlooked. The competent bibliographical work of 
the compilers and the authority of the subject specialists 
make this an essential tool for every college library.
